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ALDEN—Vine vigorous and productive; yielding 
large clusters with reddish black berries. Flesh 
juicy, meaty, tender, sweet, vinous and of excellent 
quality. Ripens during late September. 


BUFFALO—Vines vigorous and very productive. 
Bunches of medium size with black oval berries. 
Flesh juicy, very sweet, slightly foxy, suitable for 
dessert and wine. Ripens early September. 


FREDONIA—Vines vigorous and productive, yielding 
large bunches with large black berries. A leading 
market variety. 


ONTARIO—Vines vigorous and productive. An ex- 
cellent early white grape for table and wine pur- 
poses. 


PORTLAND—Earliest of the white varieties. 
Bunches large and compact. Fruit very pleasing to 
the taste, sweet. 


SENECA—Vines vigorous and productive. A very 
high quality early white grape. 


SHERIDAN—A late keeping black grape of fine 
quality. Vines hardy and very productive. Bunches 
large and compact. Follows Concord in ripening. 


STEUBEN—An excellent variety for table and 
marketing purposes. Vines vigorous and productive 
yielding long tapering clusters. Fruit of fine quality. 
Ripens with Concord. 


VAN BUREN—Earliest of the black varieties ripen- 
ing late August or early September. Vines hardy 
vigorous and very productive. Fruit of good quality 
and tender skin. 


BRONX SEEDLESS—A red seedless of good quality. 
Bunches Jong and tapering; berries large and light 
red in color. Ripens late September. 


CONCORD SEEDLESS—Fruit resembles Concord in 
color and flavor but clusters and berries are smaller. 
Geod pie stock. 


INTERLAKEN SEEDLESS—A_ white seedless. of 
good quality. Fruit ripens to a rich yellow during 
early September. 


ROMULUS—Vine hardy and productive. Clusters 
large compact; berries small yellow sweet. Ripens 
about two weeks later than Interlaken Seedless. 
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SEIBEL 5279—Vines vigorous and very productive 
yielding white grapes of nice appearance and ex- 
cellent quality. Ripens early September: A very 
promising new French Hybrid. 


SEIBEL 9110—Another popular French Hybrid. 
A yellow variety highly desirable for table and 
wine purposes. Berries medium in size crisp and 
of excellent quality. Ripens early September.
